A visit to the electrical exhibition in 


Paris %yill set unimaginative persons 
wondering what kind of a world this 
Will be in that twenty-first century to 
which M. Gambetta alluded the other 
day. 
M. Gambetta remarked that if 


people were impatient to get all possi- 
ble political reforms effected at onco 
there would be nothing loft for tho 
twenty-first century to accomplish; but 
it is probable that in two centuries 
henco the world will be as different 
from that of to-day as the latter is from 
the world of the seventeenth century, 
and we need not trouble ourselves to 
leave work for it to do. It would have 
been thought a pretty conceit in Charles 
ll.'s reign to talk of bringing water 
into every household by means of leaden 
piping, and even Lord Worcester, in 
his "Century of Inventions," never 
imagined anything so fantastic as the 
conveying of n combustible gas by such 
a method; but we have become used 
now to marvels, and can easily foresee 
tho time when every house will have its 
electric battery, serving manifold pur- 
poses, and when most of tho things 
aoue for us at present by steam will Go 
performed by electricity. We have no 
occasion to worry ourselves about the 
possible exhaustion of the coal mines. 
Long before the last scuttleful of coals 
is drawn up from tho last shaft, coal j 
will have ceased to be applied to most' 
of its present uses. 


In the house of tlic future there will 


be no knocking at doors and simiiuuu- 
ing up servants every time a visitor 
calls. The visitor will touch a button 
that will sound a bell, and then he will 
apeak through a tube: "Is Mr. Jirown 
at home?" 
Answer, "No." Instead 


of dropping his card Mr. llobinson will 
say that he leaves his compliments, 
with kind inquiries; anil these words 
passing down the tube into the orifice 
of a phonograph, will engrave them- 
selves on a roll of tinfoil. 
When the

15y lettw, 
or by the present slow and roundabout, 
telegraphs? Oh, no! 
Krown, as ho 


goes out to dine with some friends, will 
be called back by his servant-saying: 
"Missis wants to speak to you,-sir; 
there's her bell ringing," and 15., re- 
turning to his study—let us hope with 
cheerful alacrity—will sec the form of 
his consort projected into hi* pres- 
ence by means of the Pepper and 
Dirk's apparatus acting in conjunction 
with electric wir.es. Brown will forth- 
worth project his own presentment into 
Mrs. B-'s London boudoir, and the con- 
versation will commence through the 
telephone.

He will gain nothing by 


taking himself out of doors oithor, for 
will not his wife bo able to speak into 
his phonograph, so that the first time 
he sets that instrument spinning her 
words will burst forth in an affectionate 
torrent, interspersed with sobs! It is 
pleasant to reflect, however, that Brown 
will bo able to make peace by transmit- 
ting a kiss through the wires.

sensations by electricity? No doubt 
some time will elapse before every 
bouse will be fitted up witn a perfect 
electrical apparatus; but when those 
contrivances get fairly established in 
tho dwellings of the rich, there will be 
public electrical offices for persons of 
small means..

Tho 
old couple hesitate, for it costs ten 
shillings, more to set the Pepper proc- 
ess in motion; but a wistful look passes 
over tho mother's face, and the father 
winks to the clerk: "Aye. we must see 
tho lass," and after the delay nucessarv 
to call Bettv from her electrical dairy, 
where she is milking twelve cows all at 
once by the Messrs. Puller's "Artificial 
Dairymaid" (patented), she will burst 
Into tho little box all rosy, smiling and 
crying, too, may be, with tho halo of 
the electrical light round her. 


It cannot be doubted that our de- 


scendants will shoot electric currents 
through their chops and steaks and 
bring them up fizzing in a minute.

streaming through revolving glasses ol 
red, blue and yellow; and it will be a 
bad time for slugs, snails, caterpillars 
and worms, who only exist at present 
to consume what man wastes. Man 
will waste nothing when he grows to be 
more knowing; and, of course, the 
schools of the future will have their 
systems for removing the defects of Na- 
ture and inflating the brains of children 
to something like uniform size.

climate, 


and young adults arc dying all around 
us of consumption because they cannot 
afford to go to Madeira. But will it bo 
so impossible 200 or 500 years hence to 
bring the climate of Madeira to London 
by the help of tho batteries and colored 
glasses before mentioned? There will 
bo huge sanitariums built, liko the 
Crystal Palace, and containing dwell- 
ing-houses, hotels, theaters and gar- 
dens, where the weak and the aged 
will live and disport themselves. In 
one the climate will be warm, in anoth- 
er bracing, and the managers will an- 
nounce I fiat they have arranged 
to 


bring the benefits of their unrivaled 
establishment (please observe the ad- 
dress) within roach of tho smallest 
purses. At the same time means of 
locomotion will be largely increased, 
so that it will bo possible to reach any 
part of the globe within twelve hours.

•mountains off the Himalayas and make 
a big hole whore Mont Blanc now .ex- 
ists.

Dr. Holland's Death. 


Dr. Holland was told by his ,._. 


Bicians, tour years ago, that he would 
not live more than ten years at the 
longest, and might die without warning 
at any moment. He had been edu- 
cated as a physician, and knew very 
well the meaning of occasional sharp 
pains which affected his heart in mo- 
ments of excitement. 
It was partiy in 


preparation for sudden death that he 
sold out his interest in Scribner's Mag- 
azine, and put his business in such or- 
der that whatever he possessed would 
nqt bo involved in business complica- 
tions. He was editor-in-chief of the 
Century Magazine, but had no proprie- 
tary interest in it. Two years ago Dr. 
Holland had to abandon a lecture tour 
from ill health. Since then he has de- 
voted himself to quiet work, editing tho 
magazine which he founded, re-editing 
a no wand complete edition of his books, 
which Scribner & Co. are about to is- 
sue. Ho passed a great deal of his timo 
at his country place, Bonnicastle, on an 
island in the St. Lawrence Hivor. Dur- 
ing tho last summer he has been so 
much better that he began to lay plans 
for more work. 
He had designs made 


for building cloven cottages on his es- 
tate for rental to K'ow Yorkers. Nev- 
ertheless, the heart trouble still made 
itself manifest at times, and Mr. R. II. 
Gilder, Dr. Holland's 
assistant for 


many years, said that last summer any 
unusual excitement would bring on a 
sharp pain in his breast. Dr. Holland 
had a yacht, of which ho was very 
proud, believing it to bo the fastest oh 
the river. Whenever a race occurred 
Dr. Holland's excitement was such that 
in more than one instance ho was 
obliged to drop the wheel, owing to tho 
pain which warned him of tho danger. 


On the 5th of October Dr. Holland 


returned with his family to tho city, 
«v»4 went to work in apparently excel- 
lent spirits, seeming to TIC strongei-Umu 
he had been for some yeai-s. He came 
down to the office every day, aud was 
engaged there yesterday most of tho 
day in writing and attending to editori- 
al duties. 
Late in tho afternoon he 


went to look at somo glass work of Mr. 
La Forge. He went homo apparently 
in good health. This morning at six 
o'clock ho awoke, complaining of slight 
pain. 
After talking to his wife for a 


few moments he became speechless. 
A 


doctor was hurriedly sent for, but Dr. 
Holland was dead before the doctor ar- 
rived. Mrs. Holland and Mr. Holland's 
two daughters wore present at tho 
death-bed. 
Tho action of the heart 


seemed to have stopped suddenly, and 
ho died, apparently without pain, in a 
comatose condition. Dr. Holland leaves 
a wife—one of tho Chapin family of 
Springfield, whom ho married when 
twenty-two years old—two unmarried 
daughters and one son, Theodore Hol- 
land, who is at present in the senior 
class at Yale, and was sent for this 
morning. Dr. Holland was a regular 
attendant at church since his removal 
to New York in 1872. — New York Sjic- 
cial. 


How Two Heroic Boys Saved the Llvea 


of Shipwrecked Sailors. 


There was 
a picturesque scene 


yesterday morning on the bluff above 
Hovious'" beach where lies the hull of 
the wrecked Alice Buck, The incident 
most talked about was the saving of the 
lives of three of the wrecked erew by 
two young men. Silas Hovious and 
Frank Hale, each aged nineteen years, 
and sons of neighboring ranchers. The 
story of their adventure-) is one of 
simple heroism, and is one that should 
gum for tho young men somo suitable 
recognition. It-scums tliat two of the 
sailors managed to reach shore unas- 
sisted and found their way to the house 
of Hovious. When they had told the 
story of the wreck and were being 
warmed and ted by Mrs. Hovious, tho boy 
Silas and his father ran to tho edge of 
the bluff, where Mrs. Hovious and 
others soon followed. 
Somo time bo- 


fore any human form was distinguished 
in the surf pitiful cries for assistance 
were heard. Silas at last, by standing 
onthe edge of the bluff and looking 
down its 
hundred 
feet of almost 


straight 
sides, 
discovered a man 


clinging to a plank and boing tossed 
about in tho breakers. He told of his 
discovery, but none of the men dared 
to attempt the descent of the cliff, to 
the forlorn hope of rescuing the man. 
Silas, after waiting a moment, said: 
"Mother, I can't bear to hoar that 
man's cries," and before ho could bo 
stopped threw off his coat and swung 
himself over tho edge of the bluff. 
Ho 


was instantly joined by young Halo. 
Standing on the beach, yesterday, Mrs. 
Hovious told a CM reporter tho rest 
of tho story. "How those boys got 
down there, I don't know. You can 
see for yonrself that a goat couldn't 
climb there. But somehow or other 
they reached that narrow ledge of rock 
you see down there over which the 
waves break. 
Frank Halo picked up a 


piece of rope thrown upon the rock by 
.a wave, and tho boys together threw 
one end of it to tho sailor. He made 
a grab for it but missed it, and 
the back current carried him out 
of roach. The next wave brought 
him in almost to 
their feet, out 


he missed tho ropo again. I was 
afraid ho would clutch at the boys' 
ankles and drag one of them out with 
him. 
I begged one of tho men standing 


about to go down there and help the 
boys. One man standing near me was 
a sailor, but none of them dared to 
make the attempt. 
Once more the 


waves brought the man in, looking 
more dead than alive. This time the 
boys took hold of the middle of the 
rope and each threw out an end. The 
sailor caught the rope this time, but the 
boys hadn't strength to pull him out of 
the water, and he hadn't strength to 
drag himself up to tho ledge, where 
they were standing. 
But the boys 


somehow crept along the slippery steep 
rocks, until they reached that spot 
down there where you see the beacK 
begins. 
Then they dragged him out of 


tho water and ho was taken up to our 
house. We Qought for a long time he 
would die, but a warm firo-placo and 
hard rubbing brought him around at 
last. The boys brought two more men 
up to tho house soon after that."—San 
Francisco Call.

THE FRENCH WHEAT CROP.—It ia well 


to keep up our sol! respect as Ainoiioan 
farmers, but overrating our performances 
is not tho beat way to doit. There haa 
been much brag over our wheat produc- 
tion, yet Dr. Loring's ijddress to the 
National Agricultural Association allows 
that the wheat crop of Franco — old 
Franco—"not larger than tho biggest 
State in tho Union, equals our own." 
Our wheat, it may bo remembered, is 
largely grown, by dopletincr virgin BOH, 
while Uj.aiirlj.ou t oi Franco ia necessarily 
taken by culture from land used for ages 
to agricultural processes. 
Tho one is 


like butchering droves of bisons for meat, 
compared with the slow and kindly pro- 
cess of herdsmen aud shepherds. Wo 
need not thank the orators who misrep- 
resent tho quality of our prosperity. Tho 
same bogus statesmanship which ran us 
into a debt that oulv a Avar could settle, 
will blind us, if it can, to what wo owe 
the soil -we waste. 


BREAKING COLTS.—After being prop- 


erly halter-broken in nil kindness and 
strength, your colt needs to chow tho bit 
and learn tho curb of the people's will, 
as a rising politician needs to. This 
lesson must be learned so thoroughly as 
never to bo forgotten. 
Not of an indig- 


nity, mind you, but in connection with 
joyful oats and tid-bits of grass, apples, 
berries and 
any sweet 
thing 
tho 


animal may bo fond of, with liberties arid 
tho society of faithful and just man. A 
colt requires months, and a statesman 
may well havo years of this sort of thing 
before much but good behavior is ex- 
pected of him. Ijot tho colt bo led at 
tho tail of a cart behind his mother, and 
among friends, as business occasions 
oiler. There i.s good in hitching him 
onco in a while to a springy birch longer 
than ho wants to stand. Patience comes 
by a tustlo with tho impossible and a 
reasonable hoi.o of dinner time. 
Lead- 


ing in harness, by an accustomed hand, 
is a good primary road losson for a colt, 
teaching him how to stop and back or 
turn and start handsomely. Ono master 
of horso that I know would always ac- 
custom his colts to a Joosn whifllo-treo, 
wrapped in rags at thcir-breeching, 
before over trying a regular hitch to 
shafts or polo. 
Homo d.iy tho colt must 


bo harnessed and driven till ho is tired 
v-vafo,-,,!,],, Losiiln Uw ,,H,t,l,M- or a trusty 
companion, where lus chief business is 
his exercise, and a daily lesson of n short 
duration should bo continued for a fort- 
night at a stretch. 
In old times, tlio 


old-style farmer would plow, harrow and 
bush his rye and buckwheat ground uu- 
d_or tho head of breaking colts, and no 
time produce.! inn;-,- t nutty horses for all 
work, fcJomo u.-mvu! of l-iiis kind, with 
variations, may d.» in places now. 


SouncES OP DISRASR ON THR FAIIM. 


Since tho time the song of "Tho Old 
Oaken Bucket" was written, and per- 
haps for centuries bcfoi-o, people havo 
believed that the open well as found in 
tho vicinity of most farm-houses sup- . 
plied water "the purest and sweetest 
that nature can yield." It is truo that 
nearly jail nature's springs and many 


laer.aeadiy vapors arise from it wincn 
are likely to pervade every room in the 
dwelling occupied by tho family. In 
every direction are pools from which 
water only passes by the process of evap- 
oration. There arc also sluggish streams 
that Imve no perceptible current, except 
when the water is high 
All these are 


nurseries of malaria. 


Tire PunrrY OF COUNTIII- AIR.—Tho 


purity of thc air in the country, like that 
of the water, is generally greatly over- 
estimated. 
Many of the bad. odors 


are disguised by tho perfumes of apple 
and 
clover blossoms 
and numerous 


wild (lowers. The vilest odors are con- 
stantly arising from manure heaps, from 
the yards of bams aud stables, and tho 
inclosuros were swino and poultry aro 
kept. 
Animals and fowls that die on 


farms, in the highways, oronland that is 
not inclosed t're-quoutly remain for weeks 
without being buried, for tho reason that 
there is no person employed to look after 
and dispose of them. 
JIauy vegetables 


like cabbages, potatoes, and fruits are 
left to decompose on the ground. 
The 


cellars under most farm-houses aro man- 
ufacturers of poisonous vapors which as- 


"ccnd through tim doors and cracks, and 
enter every r.).,:U in th•> dwelling. Coun- 
try houses generally have tio othermeans 
of ventilation than that afforded by the 
doors aud windows, while tho air in 
them is rendered foul by the vapors 
that arise from 
tho wash-boiler and 


tho dishes thnt 
aro being cooked 


on tho stove. 
Not ouo farm-houso 


in a thousand contains a bath-room, 
supplied with hot and cold water. 


OoeuTATioy AXD LABOR.—Most kinds 


of labor, as they aro generally conducted 
on farms and in farm houses, are not 
conducive to health. Tho work required 
in the field during summor is very'hard, 
and is attended by almost constant ex- 
posure to thc In-lit of tho summer. Dur- 
ing tho .season of giving and harvesting 
ftliwork requires hurry and a certain 
amount of coofiiHinn. 
Tlio rest thai 


farmers receive is chiefly at tho time 
when they can not work out of doors. 
They enjoy it at so long a period at a 
Umo that it cease:i to bo enjoyable. 
They long for spring to como, as it af- 
fords occupation for the mind aud hands. 
As to females who live on farms, they 
have no prm-tic.al appreciation of rest. 
Their employment is drudgery. They 
havo no ainnseinenlH, and few social op- 
portunities. Tin- food consumed in form 
houses is not (p-nci-nlly conducive to 
health. 
T!s quality is'poor, and it ia 


poorly cooked. It lacks in variety. 
It 


is largely cnmposed of salt and smoked 
meats and dried 
Cmli. Most farmers 


have nothing but, an apology for a vege- 
table or fruit gunl.>n. 
An ico-houso or n 


fish-pond on a farm is very rarely found. 
iho sanitary condition of farms should 
receive nidi-,-al I,-ution, especially when 
tho settlers ln,ve, the means to make 
suitable improvements. 
Tliero should 


bo dniiiiii-c f,.r health as well as for 
profit. 
The water supply should bo im- 


proved by UK- nttni.luction of means for 
bringing it fi-.-ni sprijim and lakes and 
-carry it where it is wanted in every 
house. 
Mi.iv piiin.s should bo taken for 


dispofiingof manure., dead animals, ami 
decomposing ve^^ilion. 
Tho matter of 


ventilating dwellings aii.l cellars should 
receive more attention. 
When regard is 


paid to all tlu-.se Ihings tho death-rate in 
tho country will lie lessened, and tho 
pem-nil health of tho people improved.'

The Discoverer of Grant. 


tFrom the Pbiliulclpbia Press.) 


A striking feature of Mr. Forney's ca- 


reer in politics aud journalism was his 
discovery of General Grant as Presiden- 
tial candiditito. Tho suggestion was first 
made by Mr. Forney in the fall of 1876, 
just after his return from Europe, where 
he had been to visit the Paris exposition 
of that year, to Chief Justice Carter, of 
the District o£ Colorado, aud Senator 
Tlmyer, of Nebraska. 
After digesting 


tho idea for a day or two it impressed 
Mr, Forney favorably, and — but he can 
tell tho story in his own \yords, "I retired 
to my rooms ou Capitol Hill and prepared 
the live column article which appeared 
in the Washington Chronicle and the 
Philadelphia Press of November 7 1867. 
After it was in type Senator Thayer aud 
myself called upon John A. HawlinH, 
ehiet of General Grant's stafl', and read 
it to him. Ho instantly advised that it 
should appear the very next day; but I 
answered that General Grant was not u 
VmntHHntn fo» xVooMou-i, i»ua aia uoi ue- 
sire to be, and if I printed it without 
authority, there was little doubt that 
some fuiperservieeable politician would 
call upon him aud auk him it he had been 
made a candidate with his sanction. He 
will, of course, reply that he never suw 
the article until it cas in print, and so 
all your schemes to make him President 
gang agloy. Then Itawlins took it into 
General Grant and staid a long time. 
When lie returned he said, General Grunt 
is quite pleased with your statement ot 
his political record, and surprised that he 
proves to be so good a republican." 
Of course Grout was predestined to be 
President of the United States, but there 
can be but little doubt that ,Tohu W. 
Forney was one of thc most potent in- 
Htrnmeuts in the hands ot tho great 
captain.
